The arrests were the first

The order includ- 
ed a $1,000 reward for informa- 
tion leading to the arrest and 
conviction of any cross burners. 


Two men, including a state 


penitentiary guard, were arrest- 
ed by Henrico County poliie aft- 
er a premidnight cross burning 
Saturday at the entrance to an 
apartment complex in suburban 
Lakeside. 


The pair was identified as

The woods, covering 10 square 


miles, are on the southern bank Ke"ts in North Vietnam, 
of the Saigon River about 30 
miles northwest of Saigon. 


The position is valuable to the 


Viet Cong. .It has excellent ac- 
cess to War Zone C to the north- 
west and War Zone D to the 
east. And here the guerrillas 
can receive supplies both over- 
land and from the river. It has 
become a showplace of their 
resistance. 


In the late 1930s the French 


earmarked this area for a rub- 
ber plantation. Before it could 
be established, Red guerrillas 
moved in and took over. 


After years of avoiding the 


woods, the Saigon government 
sent in a Ranger battalion on 
New Year's Eve, 1963. The 
Rangers penetrated the inner 
sanctuary. Then the Viet Cong 
closed a spider's web and stran- 
gled the battalion into submis- 
sion. 


Several months later a Viet- 


namese airborne brigade tried 
to clean out the dreaded Boi 
Loi. The troops walked into an 
amazing network of tunnels and 
bunkers. Again the Viet Cong 
sprang their trap. 


The defeat of the airborne so 


stunned the government that no 
further campaigns were tried 
here until the Americans ar- 
rived. 


Vietnamese and American air 


forces bombed the woods. On 
one occasion they lathered It 
with defoliants, gasoline and 
napalm. 
The 
resulting 
fire 


blazed so fiercely that an officer 
in Saigon told a news confer- 
ence "the Boi Loi Woods are no 
more!" 


He didn't know that a late- 


breaking torrential 
rainstorm 


was at that moment drenching 
the fire. 


From that time on, the woods 


were a free-bomb zone. Planes 
returning to Saigon and Blen 
Hoa 
airbases unloaded their 


unexpended ordnance there. 


The U.S. 25th Infantry Dlvi- 


sion moved in last spring. 


To the Americans the Boi Lot 


Woods were not the terrible 
place the Vietnamese had come 
to think it was. The GIs pushed 
through, and the Viet Cong tried 
to stand and fight. The Commu- 
nists took the worst of it against 
the mobile armor and modern 
weapons. 


The Viet Cong stopped stand- 


ing and resorted to hit-and-run 
swipes, antitank mines, pellet- 
spewing Claymore-type mines 
and ingenious boobytraps. 


This was costly to foot sol- 


diers, and the casualty figures 
rose. Armored units took over 
the attacks. 


This was the situation as the 


1st Battalion of the 5th Cavalry 
headed toward the woods re- 
cently. 


Rep. John J. Rhodes of Arizo- 


na, chairman of the party's Pol* 
icy Committee in the House, 
said "if we keep losing more 
airplanes, we should bomb air 
bases and SAM sites."

PHILADELPHIA — (NEA) — St. Joseph's 


College always will be an attraction—be it a 
good year or bad—because the kids there 
will play the game of basketball the way it 
was 'intended to be played.

recruiting and seven-foot centers. 


But it still is refreshing to watch a pair of

Mike Burton's goal for the 
1500-meter freestyle is 16:30.

A week later in Sacramento, 


lie swam the same event in 
16:50. 


Mike Burton's message is 


rather clear. The swimmers 
are going to be in as much 
trouble as the track and field 
athletes at the 1968 Olympics.

UCLA who was a bit shattered 
by his experience at Mexico 
City.

altitude problem. 


Mike Burton started think- 


ing the minute he left Mexico. 
"I'm just going to experiment 
until I find the best method 
of b r e a t h i n g for that alti- 
tude," Mike said. 


"I breathe on every other 


stroke now. I think I'm go- 
ing to try and cut that down 
to a breath every four strokes. 


"That's going to be rough, 


though, e s p e c i a l l y at the 
longer d i s t a n c e s like my 
event. I'll just have to build 
up my endurance." 


Mike spent only a few days 


in Mexico City, but the French 
team had athletes there for a 
month. It was easy to detect 
the difference 
in perform- 


ances. 


"The French team did very 


well," Mike said. "It proves 
that the athlete will have to 
be acclimated to the atmos- 


pherc in order to perform 
well. I suppose it will cost 
our Olympic committee plenty 
(o do this. We're going to 
need at least a month at that

games begin. 


"It is really tough to swim 


competitively in Mexico City. 
It seemed that I used up the 
oxygen a lot quicker. I didn't 
feel it on the first lap so 
much, but after that it hits. I 
couldn't come back. I had no 
last-lap sprint." 


Mike h o p e s to have his 


style for Mexico City refined 
six months before the Olym- 
pic games. That, he main- 
tains, will give him enough 
time to completely adjust his 
training to the new system.

Britons Worried About 
New US. Car Standards 


Fires can ruin it! 


LONDON — ( N E A ) —To say that British 


cur makers have been thrown into a tizzy by 
the new American auto safety code is to put 
a stiff upper lip on the face of disaster. 


Just reading through the list of 23 car- 


safety standards to be enforced in the United 
States starting next September has been 
enough to panic most motorcar manufactur- 
ers here. Among other things, the list pro- 
vides for safety belts for all seats, unburst- 
able door locks, windshield defrosters and 
defoggers, collapsible steering columns and 
improved tire standards. 


The reason why British car makers are in 


such a flap is that their 1968 models are al- 
ready in the prototype stage. U is too late to 
make the changes required by the new 
American code in time to meet the Septem- 
ber deadline, they claim. 


Inasmuch as the United States is Britain's 


biggest customer for cars, this country stands 
to lose a large part of this export business, 
which has an $11 billion annual turnover. 


This, on top of the current credit squeeze 


and wages freeze, which have cut down 
domestic sales, should just about S9und the 
death-knell for the British motorcar industry, 
the pessimists predict. 


After a summit meeting here in London, 


the Society of Motorcar Manufacturers, rep- 
resenting 24 firms, has a s k e d the T'.S. 
Traffic Safety Agency for additional time to 
comply fully with the code. They are also 
hoping that the American agency will show 
flexibility in enforcing the new safety stand- 


ards as far as British cars are concerned. 


In asking for an extension of the dead- 


line, the British firms have made it clear 
that they are all in favor of improved high- 
way safety. Anything that will cut down the 
appalling road accident-rate is as welcome 
here as in the United States. 


Privately, a senior designer told me that 


he is worried about some of the structural 
changes which the • U.S. safety code would 
require for small cars. For example, doors 
will have to withstand a 2,500-pound blow 
in a head-on collision, or a 2,000-pound side- 
swipe. 


"Such a blow would not only send the 


doors of a minicar flying open, but send the 
mini flying into the next county," the engi- 
neer explained. 


Again, if head rests arc introduced into 


Morris Mini-Minors and other small cars in 
order to prevent "whiplash" injuries, they 
will block rearward vision. 


As for the windshield wipers and washers 


demanded by the new U.S. safety code, the 
area to be covered by these is larger than 
the windshields themselves in small cars 
like the Minis and Imps. 


These changes are expected to add at least 


$60 to the production costs of small cars 
like the Minis, the Imps and Anglias; $90 to 
such cars as Cortinas and Victors and $150 
to the bigger models. 


The manufacturers are not so much wor- 


ried about the costs as they are about the 
time factor.
